BEINGS DEATH WITH HIM. 


Italian Who 
Han Accidentally Canned 


Thirty-three Hen to Die. 


Cfisolll Pnraorntti, an Italian fruit pod- 


fllor who lives tho life of a recluse, Is said 
to have killed 3D mon by accident. He has 
boon in .New York city less than throe 
months. Every day ho sells fruit or mer- 
chandise from a push cart. He wns born 
in a small town at- the extreme south end 
of Italy known on the map as Castella- 
inaro. His first unfortunate exploit in 
causing death was by moans of a trap he 
perfected when a young man. 
It was n 


bomb attachment and killed three men. 
He fled, and ono day, a few months later, 
ho became angry at n vicious horso and 
throw a gtone at It. Tho missile flew 
wldo, but struck his brother In tho head 
and killed him. Paracrnttl was arrested, 
but acquitted. 


Ono clay Puracratti, needing the bottlu 


containing a Hutment, which was in omi 
of two bottles, mixed them up. 
Throe 


weeks later his brotnor-iu-law picked up 
the bottle, took a drink and died. Para- 
orattl was arrested on suspicion of having 
murdered his relative, but was discharged. 
Paracruttl thon wont to work in a tunnel. 
The work wns rendered difliuult by sub- 
torruuuan watercourses. During tho clay 
temporary gates were used to dam up tho 
water. At night tho gates were openod, 
the flood released, and the water would 
run of! during tho night. These gates 
were worked bf hand levers, aud to this 
work Varaoratti was detailed. Ono even- 
ing, supposing that the men wero all out 
of tho tunnel, Parocrattl gave the signal 
to open tho gates. 
Twenty-one belated 


laborers were caught in tho flood, and ev- 
ery ono was drowned. 


Fearing the vongoanoe of hie follow la- 


borers, Pnracratti fled. Ho found his way 
to Pazzuoll, on the sea coast, whore ho so- 
cured employment on a froightbont. 
On 


his third voyage ho was stricken with fever. 
Ho waa at onoo Isolated, but managed to 
Import germs nf his diseaso to the drink- 
lug wator, nnd the disease spread among 
the orow, and six of them died. This 
brought tho growsomo record of deaths up 
to 83. Tho survivors were takon to a 
shore hospital. Ono day, while the conva- 
lescents were sitting In the hospital park, 
one of the crow accused Paracratci of hav- 
ing infected tho ship and attempted to as- 
enult him, 
He was too weak to defend 


himself, but a jnossnmtotookup the quar- 
rel, aud in a desperate light with knives 
which followed Paracratti's defender was 
slain. It was then that Pnraorattl fled to 
New York.

Crimes That Mark WhlteohBpoU Betbnal 


Green and 8faoredltoh. 


Whltoohapel, Bethnal Green and Shore- 


ditch are the thvee London parlaheti which 
have offered tho most difficult problems to 
the city's medical officers of health and bhe 
department of police. Whlteohapol has 
become celebrated because It was the soeno 
of a series of extraordinary crimes, made 
possible by its narrow and ill lighted courts 
and alleys. Bcthn»l Green and Shoredltoh 
adjoin Whiteohapel and have fanny of the 
grewsome peculiarities of that district, be- 
sides some of their own. Shoroditch, for 
instance, has given appropriate birth and 
breeding to more prize lighters than has 
any other part of England. Bothnal Green 
furnishes a larger proportion of drunken- 
ness than does nay obhor part of London, of 
equal size. 
These two parishes form a re- 


gion of dense ignorance which has as yet 
been scarcely thinned by the operation of 
London's enlightened school board laws. 
Their poverty is pitiful. Their morals are 
rarely visible to the onlooker. 
Details of 


their habitual Immoralities would fill a 
volume. , 


Their population Is still largely En"Hsh 


—the English of the London slum, 
bumo 


outsiders have crept In. There are Irish 
and Germans, and a comparatively small 
number of Jews (who swarm in White- 
ohapel) have penetrated into the twisted 
streets and narrow alleys, but they are not 
regarded with favor. Frequently, U they 
be orthodox, their beards are pulled, and 
if the spirit of religious reform has robbed 
their faces of convenient hair the insular 
toughs, juvenile and adult, sometimes re- 
sort to missiles. One Jew was murdered 
iu Shoreditoh, most impersonally, almost 
merrily. A brick was the weapon, and 
the man who threw It proclaimed in 'court 
that he had never seen his victim before 
the day on which he killed him. 
He 


hurled death at him merely because ha 
was a Jew. 
He had not intended to kill 


him. 
He had wanted pleasantly to break 


his head.—Edward Marshall in Century. 


Concerning Trances. 


According to Quoin, a respectable au- 


thority, the onset of the state of trance Is 
usually sudden. It may succeed a hys- 
teroid convulsion, and in some other cases 
the onset lias been attended with an aura 
resembling the globus hystericus or the 
sensation which precedes hysteroid and 
epileptic fits, as of a ball rising from the 
abdomen to the throat. During this state 
the countenance is usually extremely pale. 
The limbs are relaxed. 
The eyelids are 


usually closed and may resist and quiver 
on attempts to open them. 
The eyeballs; 


are directed upward in most cases. 
They 


often deviate from the middle line and 
sometimes diverge slightly. The mental 
functions seom In most cases to be in com- 
plete abeyance. No manifestations of con- 
sciousness can bo observed or elicited-by 
the luost powerful cutaneous stimulation, 
gnd on recovery no recollection of the state 
is preserved. 


But in some esses volition only Is lost, 


and the patient Is aware of all that passes, 
although unable to give the slightest ev(i 
dence ot consciousness. The usual condi< 
tion is that of an entire absence of all evi- 
dence of mental activity, The duration of 
trance has varied from a few hours or days. 
to several weeks, months or even a year. 
The diagnosis of trance rests on the im-

Kentucky's Governor Denies Cer- 


tain Published Statements. 


HAS ALWAYS OPPOSED PEEE SILVEB 


HIM Merer Attempted tu Make Ternii with 


Major McKlnlny or Any I'nmiral Man- 
•Bent—McKlnlny Never Wrote Him t'rg. 
Ing a "Silver Tinge" 1'lnnk. 


FliANKFOHT, Ky., Juno 11.—During the 


past week statements have been sent out 
frnjn Washington that Governor W. O. 
Bradley, who was last year elected gov- 
ernor of Kentucky on a gold standard 
platform over a Democratic froo silver can- 
didate, had originally been in favor of a 
compromising policy, and thnt Governor 
MeKinley had Induced him to adopt the 
gold standard policy, that he has since 
negotiated with McKlnley and other can- 
lUdates, and this has be*n followed by 
statements purporting 
to como from 


Frankfort that Governor Bradley had in 
his possession letters written him In con- 
fidence from various Republicans of na- 
tional prombaenco, which he would make 
public. 


It has boon intimated that the expected 


disclosures would create a great sensation 
In national politics, and In consequence 
the governor has been overwhelmed with 
Inquiries on the subject. Concerning those 
reports Governor Bradley last night made 
tho following statement: 


"I cannot permit the Washington dis- 


patch to I ho Chicago Record to pass un- 
challenged. In response, I deny that I 
was ever the representative of Mr. Hanna 
in any way. Nor Is it true that my action 
was over controlled or governed In the 
slightest degree by what is politically 
railed In that dispatch the 'Plutt-Clark- 
»on crowd.' 


"There never was any combination be- 


twoen those gentlemen, or any of them, 
uud myself or any of my friends. 1 have 
not attempted to make terms with Mr. 
McKlnley or any of his managers, or with 
imyone of the presidential aspirants or 
any of their managers. I have not offered 
to trade sixteen votes or any vote for the 


•v Ice presidency, nor will I be a candidate 
for vice president, nor would I accept a 
cabinet position. 


"I did write to Mr. McKinloy, and at the 


name time wrotr to a number of loading 
.Republicans th.oughout the country con- 
curnlng the Kentucky campaign. The In- 
Mnuatlon that I wrote favoring a straddle 
on tho currency question, or that Mr. Mo- 
Kinlcy advised mo not to pursue such a 
(•nurse, or said that 'the silver agitation 
•was tho result of hard times, just us tho 
greenback craze was the result of the panic 
of 1878' is totally false. I did not write 
him that 'amajorlty of tho people in Ken- 
tuck} wore In favor of f roo coinage, or that 
both parties wore rapidly drifting that 
way.' 


"My expressed opinion was that tho 


Minneapolis platform was too general, and 
that the party should make a distinct dec- 
laration. My views concerning tho cur- 
rency question are too well known to re- 
quire explanation in Kentucky. Weeks 
Ix'foro the convention assembled tho Louis- 
ville Critic announced my declaration that 
1 would not accept tho nomination on a 
free silver platform, and I have time and 
BKaln declared in favor of tho gold stand- 
ard, with every dollar of equal value, and 
against tho free and unlimited coinage of 
silver. 


"I believe that sound currency will be 


tho leading issue of tho coming campaign. 
Tho honorof tho republic and tho welfare 
of the people demand Its correct solution. 
It Is far above personal success or individ- 
ual advancement, and in this hour of su- 
preme trial the Republican convention 
should declare unhesitatingly in favor of 
tho single gold standard. It is no time 
for quibbling or evasion. We may lose 
sumo western states, but this loss will bo 
inure than compensated by gains In tho 
olil slave border states. But If I thought 
that such a declaration would cause tho 
Republican 
nominee to be defeated I 
wrmicrnono tnc icssravor it. Tor success nt 
tho expense of national welfare would bo 
neither creditably nor profitable. 


"In justice to McKinloy I will add that 


the statement in today's Courier-Journal 
thut he wrote me recommendlug the 
'adoption of a plank with a strong froo 
silver tinge' is not true. Neither he nor 
any one of the gentlemen addressed sug- 
geited anything of tho kind."

borg, the master of tho Hart line stoamor 
Horsa, who was recently convicted of vio- 
lation of tho United States neutrality laws 
In I'onvoylng a filibustering expedition to 
Cuha, has appealed to tho president of the 
United States for a pardon.

When the hotel man was notified of 


this ho made a written reply-to tho effect 
that he could not fulfill his contract. 


As all tho loading hotels are crowded
